FARM BUREAU 
GETS ACTIVE 
IN RELIEF 


Seven Counties Unite in 
Asking Red Cross for 
Aid to Storm Area 


Others wall plant enough ninety day 
com to fill their silos.

Many farmers report horses and 
cattle killed. 
Loss of cattle would 
have been much heavier, it is be­ 
lieved, had not the farmers had 
their herds in pasture during the 
(hot weather. There were few cases 
reported where cattle were killed 
in barns that were demolished, but 
the cattle in the fields suffered bad­ 
ly from cuts and bruises from fly­ 
ing hailstones. Many of the dairy 
caul will be dry and ill for months, 
it is reported. 
^g isu ran ce adjusters have been 
vT/oork since Sunday morning sur­ 
veying the damage tor the purpose 
of making adjustments with policy­ 
holders. 
The main path of the storm was 
to the northwest of Elgin travelling 
north of Bartlett and Ontarioville 
to Schaumburg where it veered off 
to the south sweeping thru Itasca 
and passed 
thru 
Lombard 
ana 
Wheaton to the southern part of 
DuPage county in a southeasterly 
direction, gradually losing its fury 
as it did so. 
Itasca was visited by one of the 
worst storms in its history. 
In a 
short period of fifteen 
minutes 
many thousands of dollars worth 
of property was 
damaged. 
The 
little town seemed to lie in the path 
of the storm which extended gen­ 
erally from northwest to south­ 
east. 
Large shade trees that it 
had taken nature years to develop 
were uprooted and snapped off as 
mere 
playthings. 
Gardens 
and 
fruit crops w'ere annihilated. Hail 
broke windows 
in every home of 
the village and wind strewed de­ 
bris over the entire territory. 
Itasca 
Lumber 
company 
and 
Itasca Pickle factory were heavily 
damaged. 
Victor Schroeder’s ser­ 
vice station w as practically demol­ 
ished. 
The Paul Degankolb busi­ 
ness block was 
badly 
damaged. 
Buildings solidly built stood the im­ 
pact of the storm better than oth­ 
ers. The garages at the homes of 
R. H. Ladd and L. H. Wood were 
picked from the foundations and 
smashed into kindling wood on the 
vacant lot next door—the cars for­ 
tunately were left standing. 
On 
the George H. Kolze chicken farm 
the roof of the house was entirely 
blown off and -he chimney fell into 
the house on the davenport. About 
four hundred chickens were carried 
away, no trace of them 
can be 
found. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kolze have 
sent their children to the home of 
relatives in Norwood Park while 
they rebuild their home. 
Farmers’ gardens, crops, fruit in 
most cases are demolished. Barns 
nearby were leveled to the ground 
and stock both in the barns and 
outside w'ere killed, thus causing 
loss and damage. 
Foitun* 
no person was killed. 
Roselle escaped practically un­ 
scathed. 
Tile Evangelical church 
in north Bartlett lost its roof and 
the roof of the school building at 
Schaumburg was partly torn off. 
In Wheaton the 
damage was 
wholly to trees which were shorn 
of their surplus foliage in whole­ 
sale fashion. 
In Glen Ellyn, trees were up­ 
rooted, glass in the business dis­ 
trict smashed and three buildings 
leveled to the ground. These w'ere

Lumber company, which have been 
a favorite haunt for “bums,” sev­ 
eral of whom may be beneath the 
wreckage.

CATTLE OWNERS 
ARE ADVISED 
BY BYERR 


County Veterinarian Tells 
Ruling Regarding 
New Cattle 


The following notice from the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, Bureau of Animal Hus­ 
bandry, Washington. I). U., declar­ 
ing names of counties placed in 
modified accredited areas for Tu­ 
berculosis, May I, 1933, is of vital 
importance to all citizens of Du- 
Page county, whether they be con­ 
sumers or grower of cattle. It also 
represents a vast amount of detail 
carefully and skillfully worked out 
by the office of the County Veter­ 
inarian, Dr. E. E. Byerrum, and 
his secretary. Mrs. Tillie Fischer. 
The notice is as follows: 
“In accordance with the provi­ 
sions of Paragraph 8, 
Section 2, 
Regulation 7, B. I. Order 309, dated 
March 5, 1928, and effective May 
I, 1928, the County of DuPage in 
the State of Illinois, is hereby de­ 
clared 
a 
“Modified 
Accredited 
Area” for a period of three years 
from May I, 1933.” 
(Signed) J. It. Molder, 
Chief of Bureau 
Asked for an explanation of this 
official communication, Dr. Byer­ 
rum, with characteristic terseness 
made this statement: 
“A ‘Modified Accredited Area’ is 
one in which the per cent of the tu­ 
berculosis infection is one-half of 
one per cent or less. On the last 
complete test in DuPage county 
the per cent of infection was one- 
tenth of one per cent. 
“In a modified 
accredited area 
all cattle that appear on the tax 
rolls must be tested. Also any an­ 
imals coming into the county, or 
those of any owner moving into the 
county must be subjected 
to the 
test. 
“All cattle coming into DuPage 
county must be tested before en­ 
tering and if not from a modified 
accredited area must be retested in 
60 days.” 
It might be stated that the milk 
and meat supply 
for the City of 
Chicago comes only from modified 
accredited areas. 


Storm Makes Public 
Service Men Hustle; 
Repair System Speedy

The severe lightning and 
rain­ 
storm throughout northern Illinois 
last Saturday night, which reached 
almost cyclone-like proportions in 
the western suburbs, caused dam­ 
age amounting 
to approximately 
$30,000 to electric lines and equip­ 
ment of the Public Service Com­ 
pany of Northern Illinois, accord­ 
ing to estimates made in the Chi­ 
cago offices of the company this 
week. 
Last 
Saturday 
night’s 
storm 
brought down more tnan 150 of the 
company’s poles, and one of the 
giant steel transmission towers 
was badly damaged when the wind 
blew' the roof of a barn against it. 
I Although this and other damage 
I interrupted electric service in sec- 
«tions of several communities, the 
company was able to have practic­ 
ally all service restored by Sunday 
morning. 
Operating engineers of 
the company attribute this restor­ 
ation of service in record time to 
their system of speedily assembling 
linemen and repairmen from all 
parts of the territory served to the 
trouble areas and to the quick dis­ 
patching of 
materials 
from the 
company’s 
several 
headquarters 
scattered throughout the area. Sev­ 
eral hundred men were 
on duty 
throughout the night and all day 
Sunday doing emergency repair 
work. 
This is the third storm, causing 
heavy damage to Public 
Service 
equipment, which has occurred this 
year, engineering officials stated. 


Any farmer in need of seeds 
or other assistance may register 
his needs with the farm adviser 
or at the Farm Bureau office and 
they will receive prompt atten­ 
tion. 
When O. G. Barrett, Cook County 
Farm Adviser, returned home Wed­ 
nesday afternoon and learned the 
seriousness of the conditions caused 
by the storm Sunday morning, he 
immediately got in touch with the 
farm bureau offices of Lake, Du­ 
Page, Kane, McHenry. Boone, Win­ 
nebago and Stephenson counties, 
asking that the 
presidents ana 
farm advisers of those organiza- 
! tions meet at the Y. M. C. A. in 
Elgin Thursday afternoon. 
All the counties were represent­ 
ed at the meeting called to order 
by Mr. Barrett. 
There were two 
main thoughts that entered into 
tho discussion. 
1st. Finances to meet the needs 
of the farmer who is not able to 
recuperate his loss under his own 
resources. 
2nd The character of crops which 
can be used at this late season. 
To aid in the financial part, the 
aid of the Red Cross is being en­ 
listed. 
Local Red Cross officials 
encourage the committee of the 
Farm Bureau to feel that the or­ 
ganization might take such a part 
in rendering assistance in this dis­ 
aster as they have taken in hund­ 
reds of other cases; that the com­ 
mittee may expect financial aid in 
the purchase of seeds and immedi­ 
ate needs generally, details of 
which are to be w’orked out this 
morning at a meeting with a rep- 
lesentative of the Red Cross. Very 
definite and concrete information 
may be had by approaching the 
Farm Bureau office, either at Ar­ 
lington Heights or Blue Island or 
the farm bureau offices in the re­ 
spective counties. 
As a further financial aid, neg­ 
otiations wrere at once started with 
the Illinois Agricultural Associa­ 
tion for the purpose of bringing 
about extensions 
of seed 
loans 
with regulations that farmers in 
the stricken area can meet. 
After considerable discussion, the 
following suggestions were made: 
For Hay— Soy bean, the main ob­ 
jection being high price and scar­ 
city of seed. 
Grain crop for hogs and chick­ 
ens—Buckwheat. 
Hay—Oats. 
Pasture, hay and fodder—Su­ 
dan. 
Silage—Early field or sw'eet com, 
“Country Gentleman.” 
Substitute for silage where silos 
are gone—Mangels or 
large cow 
beets. 
Truck 
Gardens — Early sweet 
corn, carrots, beets, turnips and 
beans. 
The group generally favored for 
dairymen to meet his needs, corn ot 
various kinds with the addition of 
| Sudan. 
Farm Adviser Barrett 
reports 
J that the loss of buildings more par­ 
ticularly large dairy barns, horses 
| and cattle have been large, but the 
j loss from destruction of crops over 
a strip four miles wide and many 
miles in length, means 
a vastly 
greater loss, as a whole than the 
loss of buildings. 
In many cases the buildings were 
insured, while those cases' where 
farmers have 
hail 
insurance on 
their crops are very limited. 
The Pure Milk association has 
been active and helpful in securing 
corn from members which may be 
donated to other dairymen. 
As a 
further means of being helpful the 
Farm Bureau offers its services and 
suggests to Pure Milk members 
who have corn that can be used 
under existing conditions, to leave 
the same at the farm bureau office 
as a convenient assembling point. 
It will be turned over to the Pure 
Milk association 
for the needy 
farmers, with full 
credit to the 
Pure Milk association.

MOTOR ANTI- 
THEFT ACT IS 
MADE CLEAR 


Sheriff John Hesterman 
of DuPage County 
Explains It 


JULY FOURTH 
TRAFFIC HITS 
RECORD MARK 


According to Chief of Police Wil­ 
liam Mulso traffic movement thru 
Mount Prospect on the Fourth of 
July exceeded all records for mo­ 
tor traffic on Northwest Highway 
since the highway wTas widened in 
1930. The holiday program at the 
Arlington Park Jockey Club, w'hich 
attracted a record attendance, w'as 
responsible for the establishment 
of the new' figure. 
Although the 
local police encountered a record 
volume of traffic w'hich reached its 
•peak between 11:30 a. rn. and 2:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, the effi­ 
cient w'ork of Chief of Police Mul­ 
so and Officer Wittenberg made it 
possible for motorists to move at 
a relatively fast rate without any 
difficulty or mishap. 
During the 
period of peak movement, the oper­ 
ation of the stop and go lights on 
the highway w*as suspended, which 
also added to the facility of high­ 
way traffic to maintain a good rate 
of travel. 
President Walter P. Saunders of 
La Grange, executive head of The 
Suburban Area and Country Towms 
Association, in discussing the at­ 
tacks on the suburban communi­ 
ties on traffic regulations issued the 
following statement: 
Exposes Speed Traps 
“The question of Cook county 
speed traps and the fact that sever­ 
al of the communities in Cook 
county have been before the public 
for alleged hard treatment of mo­ 
tor vehicle violators has led the 
Chicago press to again comment on 
the shortcomings of country town 
police methods. 
“The country town authorities 
realize that there are some abuses 
extant in the motor vehicle regu­ 
lation enforcement, but they do 
not consider that any group out­ 
side the country towns is in a posi­ 
tion to criticise until conditions in 
their owrn sections have been im­ 
proved. 
The Suburban Area and 
Country Towms Association does 
not condone any irregularities in 
practice or theory in the country 
towns. But it does resent blanket 
accusations against the country 
towns as contained in the Chicago 
press.” 


Sheriff John Hesterman has re­ 
ceived a copy of “The Illinois Uni­ 
form Motor 
Vehicle 
Anti-Theft 
Act” from the legislative Bureau 
of the Chicago Motor Club. He 
gives an interpretation by the ques­ 
tion and answer method of the Act, 
and also the text of the Act. The 
General Assembly passed and Gov­ 
ernor Horner signed 
the Act on 
May ll 1933. Some of the salient 
features of the interpietation of 
the Act are quoted as follows: 
“I. Q. How will the Anti-Theft 
Act affect me as the owmer of a mo­ 
tor vehicle? W’hen?” 
“A. After January I, 1934, it 
will be impossible to obtain a li­ 
cense for and illegal to operate a 
motor vehicle without first apply­ 
ing for or obtaining a certificate of 
title. A ‘motor vehicle’ is defined 
in the Act to include automobile, 
trucks, 
tractors, 
trailers, 
semi­ 
trailers and motorcycles. Farm and 
road machinery are not affected by 
the Act.” 
“2. Q. What is a Certificate of 
Title?” 
“A Certificate of Ttitle is a w rit­ 
ten statement over the signature 
and seal of the Secretary of State 
setting forth the condition of the 
title in a motor vehicle. If a man 
holds a motor vehicle on a sales 
contract or has mortgaged it, these 
facts will appear on the Certifi­ 
cate.” 
“3. How w’ill I obtain a Certi­ 
ficate of Title?” 
“A You must make written ap­ 
plication for it on 
a form 
pre­ 
scribed by the Secretary of State.” 
“4 How' much w'ill a Certificate 
of Title cost and how’ often must 
I get a new’ one?” 
“A. The price of the Certificate 
of Title w'ill be 50c. It will be good 
for the life of the motor vehicle 
unless the ownership is transfer­ 
red . . . ” 
“5. Q. May I sell my motor ve­ 
hicle without having 
obtained a 
Certificate of Title?” 
“A. No. . .” 
There are several other ques­ 
tions and answers w'hich tell in de­ 
tail all possible applications of the 
Act. 
“14. Q How' will this Act curb 
automobile thievery ? ” 
“A. Most stealing is done for the 
purpose of sale. 
This Act makes 
it practically impossible to sell a 
stolen motor vehicle because every­ 
one will now’ demand a Certificate 
of Title before he will buy and a 
thief cannot obtain a Certificate of 
Title from the Secretary of State 
because he cannot prove that the 
title is his. Furthermore, the Sec­ 
retary of State is required to keep 
complete records. . . The reason for 
the great number of thefts in Illi­ 
nois today is that the stolen mo­ 
tor vehicles can be so easily dis­ 
posed of to the unwary public. . .”

WHEREAS, a great disaster has 
befallen many of our farmers in 
Cook County by 
Wind and Hail 
Storm and 
completely destroying 
their entire crops, and, 
WHEREAS, immediate 
help is 
imperative for reconstruction and 
clearing away 
the 
debris and 
wreckage, so some kind of emer­ 
gency crops may 
be planted at 
once, and, 
WHEREAS, by a joint meeting 
of the Pure Milk Assn., The Pala­ 
tine Lions Club, The Palatine Bus­ 
iness Men’s Assn., and the Pala­ 
tine 
Village Board, and 
having 
taken cognizance of the fact that a 
great emergency exists. 
Therefore, Be It Resolved, that 
the 
Honorable Emmett WTiealan, 
president of the Board of County 
Commissioners of Cook County, be 
and is hereby requested to imme­ 
diately through the Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Welfare, the Emergency Relief 
or by whatever means he may have 
at his command, send all necessary 
men to help the stricken area of 
Cook County, 
and to 
assist the 
Cook County farmers in the work 
of clearing up the -wreckage and 
nutting the devastated farms in a 
livable and productive condition. 


The devastation of the farms of 
their neighbors to the south was 
taken immediate notice of by the 
organizations of Palatine Monday 
when at a joint meeting of the Pal­ 
atine Business Men’s 
association 
and the Palatine village board, a 
joint resolution was passed calling 
upon President Emmett Whealan of 
the County Board to immediately 
use his powers to send men to the 
stricken area to help in the clean­ 
ing up of the wreckage and in tho 
w’ork of rehabilitation. Immedi­ 
ate action was taken to get in touch 
with President W’healan and Village 
Attorney IL J. Harz got into tele­ 
phone communication with John F. 
Delaney, secretary of the president, 
who later got in touch with Mr. 
Whealan and a large crew of men 
was 
promised 
for 
Wednesday 
morning. 
On Wednesday morning, 293 men 
in big county trucks reported at the 
Palatine village hall and were tak­ 
en out into the storm area and as- 
i signed to the 
various 
farms in 
Schaumburg and 
Hanover town­ 
ships where they were most needed. 
These 
men 
came 
from 
two 
groups. Geo. Olcese, Supt, of Divi­ 
sion I of Cook County Forest Pre­ 
serve system, provided five trucks 
and 230 men, while Ray Gaynor, of 
Division 3 at Thatcher Woods sent 
three trucks and 63 men. 
Orders 
for the detail of these men were 
handled so promptly that no time 
Directed by 
L. W. 
Pohlman and Alfred Porep, repre­ 
senting the Pure Milk association 
and A. L. Collignon, president of 
the Palatine Lions club the workers 
were assigned to various farms and 
started to 
work. 
Robt. 
Mann, 
Supt, of Maintenance, is now in ac­ 
tive charge of the work. The above 
three aided by A. Ii. Schmidt, pres­ 
ident of the Palatine Business 
Men’s association, spent Monday 
and Tuesday, making a survey of 
the help that was needed. 
Mr. Mann stated that if addi­ 
tional men are needed, President 
Whealan’s office would make a re­ 
quest for a large detail from the 
500 men who are working in the 
Skokie valley under the direction 
of the government. 
The prompt action of the local 
organizations and the hearty co­ 
operation of President Whealan and 
the county forces can be 
highly 
commehded, as this prompt action 
put a big crew of men to work 
where help was sorely needed and 
this help was greatly appreciated 
by the 
suffering 
farmers. The 
prompt action of Northwest Cook 
county in coming to the aid of its 
neighbors is probably the finest ex­ 
ample of cooperation 
that came 
from the big storm and the organ­ 
ized work of clearing up the wreck­ 
age will accomplish results which 
the stricken farmers themselves or 
with a group of neighbors could not 
hope to accomplish for a long time.
